MOUNTING: Wet Mounting of Pictorial Ma- 
terials, 12 min., sound, color ($100), BkW ($50), 
issued by Audio-Visual Center, Indiana University, 
Bloomington, Ind. This is the first of a series of films 
on the preparation of inexpensive audio-visual ma- 
terials, of which 3 more films are in production and 
11 more are “in planning.” The present film shows 
step-by-step how wet mounting is done. 

This process of backing maps, charts, sketches, 
newspapers, blueprints, and pictures not only makes 
the material more attractive but offers protection 
and prolongs its life. Wet mounting with cloth is 
especially effective for materials that will undergo 
much handling and abuse. Protected thus, they can 
be rolled, folded, taken outdoors, hung, used as 
turnover charts, and stored conveniently.
